Bome time since a Inrge number ol indueatial
oitize s of the Rixth New York Congressional
Pistrlet wrote a letter to the Hon. Fenry J.
Raymond, e ntor ol the Now York {ones, and at
present a representative In Oongress, neglug his
views upon natioual questions, and also reqguest-
iog him to sceep! s rénomination. Mr, Raymond
replies us follows:—

MR, RAYMOND'S LETTER,

New Yorg, Saturday, sept. 16, —Gentlemen :—I
thus k. you most heartily for the expression ol
regard uud contidence tecdered o me ug your
Representative in Congress, 1 eannot accept as
deserved the comphments you pay me upon the
wanner in which the duties ot that position
buve been dischorecd: bat [ do aceept, and am
very gratelul tor them, ns evidences of the
kindly interest with which you bave followed
my coarse, and ot the charitable construction
you have placed upon my sets, 1 am especially
gratitied by yvour appreciation of the extreme
dificulties of my position, and of the hopossi-
bility of meeting the wishes and expectations of
all classes ol thosc who gave me their voles,
withont gacrificing that Independence of jude-
ment and of action which #lone makes a seat in
Coneress alther uselul or desrabie,

When I wus elected o the full ol 1864 the war
had not elosed, oul its end wis (oreseen, and
whe question of yestoring the Union hud engaged

n large degree of public artention. President
Lineoln, in the previous Mavch, had teadered
fuli amuesty and puidon to sueh of the inhubi-

tanig ol the Swtes in reoellion, with certain
speciticd excepuons, as would tuke un outh of
allegiunce to the Constitution of the United
Sintes, and 1o the laws of Congress and the pro-
clamations ol the Execul ve on the subjeet of
alavery : and had pledged Wmsell to recognlze
and gunrantee, as republican o fovm, uny State
goveinment wihich such mbubitants might set
up, provided they were in number one-tenth of
the votes cust 1o such State at the election of
1860. lu Juuwe, the National Union Convention
at Baltimore adopted resolutions substautially
endorsn g the principles upon which this action
of the Presioent was bascd. My own position
at the time of my uomination was well under-
stood,

I had repeatedly declared in speeches, and
from day to day in the columns of the news-
paper under my coutrol, that I regarded the
Siates as still within the Union; that the war
had in no respect enlarged the authority con-
ferred upon Congress by the Constitution; aud
thay the suppression of the Lebelllon would
fully re-establish the nuvrulm:cy of that fonda-
mental law, 1 was elected upou this platform,
and 8o far p< I was aware, no one questioned ite
substuntial accord with the senfiment of the
Enion party. When Mr, Johnson became Prosi-
dent, iiter the close of the war, be made it the
bagis of hir official aciion, aud set in motion the
muchmery of governmentin the Southern States
in conformity with its requirements, Aad Lbe
Upton State Convention held at Syracuse in Siep-
tember, 1566, passed a resolution approving his
action, mdorsing the policy of Kinduess and con-
ciliation out of whieb it grew, and pledgng 1o
it thewr support.

When I took my seat in Conpress | endeavored
to act in conformity with these prnnciples, to
which I was thus pledged. When a diterence
ol opinion arose between the President and Con-
gress, I did all in my power to prevent Its grow-
ing into hostility, for I could se¢ nothing but
ruin to the Unlon puarty and disaster (o the
country from such a breach between thetwo
departments of the Government. 1 soon found
mysell separated in thiz course from the majo-
rity of the Union pur:ly; but as the diterences
did not seem to be vital, or to touch principles
upon which the party had ever pledged its mem-
berg, 1 continued to act npon my own couvic-
tions ol justice and ol public policy. I voted
and spoke always for the recognition of all the
Ntates us States in the Union—tor recognizing
as valid the State Governments organized within
them in conformity with the proclama-
tions of Presidents Lincoln and Johuson—and
for completing the restoration ol the Unfon by
admitting to their seats in Congress loyal mem-
bers elected from loyal States, who oould take
the oath prescribed by law, iu conformwity with
what seemed to we the intent and meaning ot
the Conetitution of the United States. Aud to
prevent any otrusion ioto the preliminary
aotion of Congress of men who could not take
the oath preseribad by law, I introduced a reso-
lution instructing the Judiciary Committee to
report a bill chnnqm{r the exishing practice in
regard to the admiseion of members. At pre.
sent any person whose name the Clerk may put
upon the roll is permitted to vote for Bpeaker
—ihe most important act of the whole session—
even il be should refuse the next hour to wake
any oath at ull. T proposed to require every
member fo take the oath before taking any part
in the organization of e House, Thls, it
secmed to me, would afford o full and sufficient
salegnard against the sdmission into Congress
of men who had taken an sctive part inm the
Rebellion, The resolution passed the House,
but the Committee did nol see fit to report
the bill,

Upon incidental questions that arose during
the session | endeavored to act with o wise
regard 10 the public welfare. 1 voted for the
Freedmen's Burean bill when first presented,
becnnse I deemed the obleet it sought to secure,
vig., the prolection, au&port, und care of the
eniranchised siaves—to be of the utmost import-
ance, When it was reiurned by the President,
I noquiesced in his objections, mainly in con-
siderntion of the fact tont the existing law
would not expire until April, 1867, and that
the present Congress would have an opportu-
nity, afver a more full experience of its opera-
tion, to tuke such action in rezard to it ws that
experience might show to be esscntial,

The Civil Rights bill, when preésented in the
form of u law, 1 did not support, bacause T be-
lleved, in common with Messrs. Blogham and
peluno, of Oblo, Hale, of New York, snd other
wble Union lawyers, all of whom spoke agrinst
it. that some of its provisions were not war
ranted by the Constitution, Bt Iintroduced &
bill to stiain the same practical object by de.
claring !l persons born on the soil of the United
mtates to be citizens thereof, and entitled to ali
the rights, priviieges, and immunities ol cltizens,
in courts of law and elsewhere; and when this
provision was aftecwards presented as an amend-
ment to the Constitution, | gave It my gupport,
1 n speeches and by my vote,

And when, after a deley which] seemed to me
utterly needless, and cslculated ouly fo excite

ublic¢ prssion and embitter political feeling, the
E.econitruutlon Commitice reported the Conatl-
toutiomal amendment now pending in the saveral
States for ratification, 1 gave It my vole—aus 1
had previously aupporwf. every prineiple it om-
bodied in various speeches during the session.

While I econcurred with the Union party in
Congrees in supporting the amendment in which
these principles were embodied, [ diffored trom
some of them in thwking thut it should be sub-
m.itted to the freée judement ol the people in all
the Btates, and that its adoption shonld not be
made a condition precedent to the admission of
any State into the Union, or of its representa-
tives into Congress, 1 cam find no authority for
such a requirement in the Constitution of the
United States, and I do not feel at liberty, as a
member of Congress, to exercise a power not
conferred by that fundamental 1aw,

I belleved nt the outset of the session that
Tennessee and Arkansas wore Joyal Btates; that
they had loyal governments, repubbican in form,
with loyal State officers throughont; that the
Benntors and representatives they had sent to
Congress were loyal men, who could talke the
outh required by law; and that they ought to
be admitted to thelr geats in either House, if
that House should tind, upon due mquiry, that
they bad been elected, returned, and qualitied
according to taw. I did all in my power to
sccure that result,. 1 betieved that such action,
Frmupll_\- taken, would avert the peall, since
weome so real and so disastrous, ol a seriouns
hresch between the executve and legislutive
departenta of the Government, and that it
would, without involving any riek of admitting
unsale or dangeron? men lnto Congress, give
such an example to the gther Southern States
ne would encourage the septiment of loyalty
among their people and bring them nto accord,
sooner or later, with the senviment and poliey
of the Urion party. -

1 pontinued my efforts in that direction, in
Congress and out, =0 long ag | deemed them
likely to be of the glightest service to the Union
cnusge: and as an ymportant step towurds that re
suit, and towards the re establishment of & com-
mon Union basia, upon which men of all sections
conld again unite m common etforts for the
common good, 1 took vart in 8 Convention of
delegutes from nil the Siates, held at Philadel-
phig, in Aveust last, and endeavored, in con-
cert with others, not without a gratiivine de-
gree of suceess, to secure the assent of leading

men from the Southiorn a8 well ne from the
Northern  States, 0 the priuciples  de-
cided by the war—to the abandonment
of the docirine of secession, 0 the ex-

tirpation of elavery, the perpetusl in-
tegrity of the Union, and_the supremacy of the
Constitution, the invalldity of all obliganons
itourred in rebellion sguingt the Government,
the inviolability of the public debt, and the
equal protection of lnw, and by eqnal aceess o
courts ol lnw, ol all the cinzens of all the States,
withont distinetion of rnee or color. 1 believe,
and s1ill Lelieve, that in this I wes endeavoring
to do a usefnl and patriotic work, fully n har-
mouy with the prneiples of the Union party.
Nor in seeking to l|!mmoto such concert of
action as shonld, while accomplishing these
results, also lead to the election of members of
Congress favorable to the adinigsion of loyal
men from loyal Biates, did I deem mveelfl to be
tuking a course hogtile to any puarposes or
objects which that purty has ever sought to
nttain,

Whether the poliey 1 have thus pursued was
wize and just, or not, 1t is for othors rather than
me to judge. | believed it at the time to be
eminently conducive to the peace ana prospe-
rity of the country, And I still think thatf tne
President and the Umon majority in Congress
could bave snereed upon the admission of repre-
sentatives from loyal States who can take the
oath required by luw, they could also have
wgreed in support of the Counstitutionsl amend-
ment, and of such olher measures ns might be
required to entisty the sollcitous loyulty ot the
couniry and re-eglnblish ite freejinstitutions upon
# golld and permanent foundation. And i1 such an
agreement could still be reached, in spite of all
that has ocenrred on both sides to exasperate
publie sentiment, [ should not even yet despair
that it might be 1ollowed by such results,

But the possibility of such concord of action
between the Presadent and Congress grows more
and more remote. The rash and intemperate
action by which leading men in Congress at-
tempted 10 coerce or override the Preslaent, has

roduced its leeaitimute results, The old contest

e¢tween the Unlon party which stood by the
Government in its struggle with the Rebellion
and the Democratle party which ressted sad
opposed it, is again renewed. Iam disappointed
that the controversy should have taken this
shape, | hoped and believed that the differ-
ences of opinion on the subject of representa-
tion which prevailed in the Union party could
be sertled within its own ranks, without involy-
ing the risk of bringing the Deéemocratic party
again inte power,

Evervtaing that T have done has been done
in that hope and to that end. In the face of
evident snd signal failure, I cluim nothing for
my action but a sincere purpose to promote the
peace und harmony of the whole country, b
extending over the whole country aud national-
1izing the principles established by the war, |1
ncted according to my besl judgment—ocon-
firmed by that of men to whose wisdom and
patriotic devotion w the public good I have
been accustomed 1o defer during the whole of
my publio life. 1f 1 erred in this I am consoled
for my error by your kindly coustruction of its
morive, and by your recogoition of some de-
gree ol independence a8 not unbecoming your
Representative in Congress,

You have assumed, und with perfect justice,
that I sam now a8 1 was when elected two years
sgo—ak | have nlways been and shall always re-
main—a member of the Union party, holding
f1s taith as declared in its Conventions, seeking
its welfare, and striving for advancement and
reform in everything touching the public guod
through ilé agency. Witk the Democratic party,
as it nas been organized and directed since the
Rebellion broke out, [ have nothing in common,
und should regard 114 re-established ascendancy
in the povernment of the country, Stsle or
pational, as a public calamity. There are no
perils impending over the country which de-
mand resort to so desperate & remedy, or which
cun be averted by it: and I have implicit falth
that the people, while checkine the excesses ol
rash sud extreme men in the Unlon party, will
still commit to its bands the restoration of
the Ijnlon which its courage and devotion have
saved,

I am greatly obliged to you for your request
that I would allow my name to be used asa
candidate for re-election. But there are many
conslderations which would render this nnwise,
My past action does not command the approval
of a laree body among those who orngioally
gave meo thetr votes; and apart from such ap-
proval, so far as it can be had consistently with

proper ipdependence of personal opluion, a seat
in Congress censes to have for me any atirac-
tion, or to offer any opportunity for useful pub-
lie servios; and I shall best consult my own sell-
redpect, a8 well as the sentiments of my con-
stituents snd the interest of the Union cause,
by withdrawjpg my name from the canvass
I-‘Yw_mher. 8 involves no epecial aacrifice
Oﬂa'lg part, a8 1 shall easily fin op“:ﬂunllles,
whether i office or out, for promoting Union

rinciples, and (0F evincing my gratitude to you

or the kinduess and, confidence with which
you have sustuined my efforts bitherto,

THE MEXICAN QUESTION.

According to one account Maximilian
would at least make a determined military effort
prior 1o abdieation, if that etep really had to be
taken, A Mexiean army, 50,000 strong, to be

The Pasha ot Epirus having demanded that
all the Christians i that provinee shoold sign
a declaration of fidehity to the Sulian, the in-
Labitents of forty villages have declared their
independence and takeu retuge in the moun-
tains, A despaich tiom Constautinople says:—

Mustapha Pasha has left here for Candia with
concilintory propositions from the Porte to the
Coetan fosurgents, Many of ;the Mussulmen of
the rural discricts of Candis have abandoned
thelr homes and taken renege in Canea. The
Turkish authoriiies declare, notwitlistanding
the ussertions ot the Greek journals thatmnot a
single drop of Greek biood has been shed sinee
the outbreak of the disturbances, They de-
clare, moreover, that the Christans have nss.s-
ginuted severnl Muossulmen, and seized the
Etu-lu and property of those who had fled to
‘RueA.

IMPEACHMENT,

Wondell Phillips Demanding the Im-
peachment of the Presldent,
From the Anti-Slavery Standard.

The House of Representatives is urged to im-
pench Presigent Johuson., We add our voice to
the demand, There are abundant reasons for
the measure, and the need ol it 18 sell-evident,
If the present emergency does not demand o re-
currence of this constitational method ol
protection, it is impossible to conceive one
which would.

But we hold twpeachment of little or no
vilue, mdeed useless, unless the House, when
it lays w8 arucles of impeachment before the
Senale, demands that Mr. Johnson be suspended
from the exercise of his functions, snd that
———— act a8 President until Mr, Jobhnson
is soquitted, or, in auy other result of the crial,
uutil the next Presidentinl term commenoces,

Without this the constitutionsl provision for
linpeschment of the Executive s a sham, As it
{8, the remedy is wholly unattainable in ordi-
nury ciroumsatances. ut If the lmpeached
President, unlike other aecuzed wod {apeached
ofticers, is to be allowed to carry on his illegal
schemes while on trial, and until the Benate
pronounces him guilty, the whole provision is
worse than useless, The true role undoubtedly
is, that when —— ——, of the House of Repre
sculntives, pronounces the President guilty of
grave misdeeds, and offers to the Benate evidence
of 1is accusation ¢ ilncumbent ceases 10 have
a right to exercise his office until acquitted.
Thas 18 the only coustructlon that leaves any
value in the constitutional clnose; and when we
remember how powerful the Executive must
nlways be to prevent any action against himself
by the Houge, we see there can be no danger In
recognizing it a8 the constitutional rale, al
though no expresg provision for it s made in
that instrumeut,

Further still, we urge on the Thirty-ninth
Caon, that before It adjourns, it provide by 1aw
tor the agsembling of the Fortioth Congres on
the 6th day of March, 1867. As the Coostitation
now etands, the Fortieth Congress will not
assemble till December, 1867, thus leaving the
whole term from March 4 to December 4 of that
Lw for the President 10 plot wreason nncon-

olled by Coneress. This shonld never be
allowed, The Constitution gives Congress the
power to remedy it. Let there be no neglect to
exerolse this power and save the nation from
this peril.
